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GIRL FAILS IN CHANNEL 
SWIM BY 1 1-4 MILES 


Mile. Sion, After 13 Hours and 
30 Minutes, Is Halted by 
Icy Waters. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALAIS, France, Aug. 56.—The 
English Channel remains uncon- 
quered by women. The icy waterm 
which ‘have numbed so many 
swignmers, last night halted Mile. 
Jane Sion of France when within 
one and one-quarter mile of her 
goal on the English coast. 

Mile. Sion was-in the water 13 
hours and 30 minutes. She made 
a gallant effort and came closer 
to success than any woman who 
ever tried to negotiate the treach- 
erous 21 miles of the channel, be- 
tween Cape GUrie-Nez and Dover. 

Miss Lillian Harrison of Argen- 
tina, who a fortnight ago made 
her third unsuccessful attempt to 
swim from Cape Gris-Nez to Do- 
ver, was compelled to leave the 
water because of the cold when 
five miles from the goal. 

That cold and not fatigue was 
responsible for the failure of the 
strong, powerful French girl was 
evidenced by the fact that after 
climbing aboard the tug which ac- 
companied her, and being rubbed 
down, she showed no Ill effects 
from her efforte. 

The lack of speed of the French 
gir: is held to have been a contrib- 
uting factor in the nonsuccess of 
her swimming. Had she been able 
to swim nine miles in the firet four 
hours, as was the intention, the ex- 
perte say she would have touched 
the English shore about 10 o'clock 
last night. 

At 8:25 last night lLieutenant- 
Colonel Freyburg, British swim- 
mer, took the water at Cape Gris- 
Nez, hoping to ewim across the En- 
glish Channel and lower the record 
of 16 hours, 33 minutes required 
for the swim by Enrique Tiraboc- 
chi. when he swam the channel in 
1923. He, however, fell short by 
a scant half mile. He was taken 
aboard a tug a half mile from the 
shore at Kingsdown this morning. 

Col. Freyberg at one time was 
only 600 yards from the English
